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+ Corment, The information furnished by the first source fails to 
specify whether the three traius carried only materiel, or whether 
they carried troop units. If the trains actually arrived in Chemnitz » 
it is believed that thay were not cisyatehed from the U.S,5.R, but 
from an ordnance devot in the Sovict Zone of Germany, in case they 
carried only matericl. Since the information on the evacuation of the 
Myrth settlement was resorted only by the two sources of the present 
report, it, as well as the information on the unloadin;; of the three 
trains, is to be reccived with reserve.
